JOURNEY TO JAPAN 
(continued from page one) 


takes centuries of breaking down 80 
that vegetation can start again. 

The fire pit and top crater are awe 
some things, almost five miles in cir- 
cumferance, and over 1,000 feet be- 
low the rim lies the black lava. 

But, where the lava has not flowed 
there are beautiful rain forests of 
tree ferns and hohua, with birds of 
vivid color who live mainly on the 
groves of Kona Coffee trees, down to 
honey of the blossoms. We hiked 
with torches through the lava tubes. 

In the evening we decended past 
the Kona coast, where the breakers 
roll in to Kealakehua bay, where the 
famous Captain Cook first discovered 
the islands for Great Britain, and 
where he met his death from the 
Polynesians. 

These places are dreams of Para- 
dise, but we found some drawbacks— 
mostly large spiders and roaches, in- 
hibiting the bedrooms. Next day an- 
other fine plane trip returned us to 
Honolulu, 

Eating places there are many, and 
varied as to their people. 

One of the most enjoyable meals 
we had, was with our Hawaiian 
friends the Clissolds and _ their 
friends the Mendenhalls, of Stockton 
California, who were returning home 
from a visit to New Zealand, Fiji and 
Samoa. The meeting and food at the 
Waloli Tea Room were equally pleas 
ant and typical of this crossroad 
island. 

We had -a mingled fruit. punch of 
pineapple, guava and orange juices, 
with many salad choices, fried chick- 
en and vegetables, served with home 
made bread sliced at the table and 
followed by passion fruit pie. This 
place is on the site of the grass shack 
home of Robert Louis Stevenson, and 
is preserved with his relics, It is op- 
erated by a Salvation Army Girls’ 
Home, and on each plate was this 
printed prayer blessing: 

Be present at our table Lord 
Be here and everywhere adored 
These mercies bless and grant that 
we 
May live to love and serve but Thee” 
Waioli Tea Room 

That night we were emplaned 
again via Pan American Strato Clip- 
per, Golden Gate — Captain Scotty 
Lewis — a veteran flier of the jet 
air stream, and once more on a 1,000 
mile leg of our journey over the Pa- 
cific. In perfect confidence we slept, 
and were landed at Wake Island, 
around dawn of March 6th. We had 
crossed the date line and had lost 
a day during the night. Not much to 
say or see on Wake except that we 
had a good American breakfast. 

Wake is a coral atoll of just two 
square miles and at its highest point 
just 21 feet above sea level. What a 
speck of land. 

It houses about 700 people most of 
whom are either U.S. Military or Air 
Service people. Average temperature 
is around 80 degrees with a high hu- 
midity of 78%. The occasional tor- 
nado levels the quonsets, blows the 
Ocean over the land and makes it no 
Pleasant resort. 

We were happy to be heading for 
Tokyo, heading northwest into the 
cooler temeprate zone. We reached 
landing at 3 p.m. Sunday. 

What a wonderful conquest of 
world spaces is air travel. How it 
brings us all choser together, like it 
or not. On our plane a colorful group 
of 25 Hindu women were returning to 
India via Japan. They had been study 
ing home economics in Honolulu Uni 
versity, and were to teach home 
agents in their own vast country. 

Like butterflies of myriad hues 
they fluttered back and forth on the 
plane, Brilliant saris and red caste 
marks on their foreheads set them 
apart but they spoke good English 
and were most friendly and some had 
Masters Degrees. 

What a joy to be greeted by Rose- 
marie, her husband, Lt. Col. R H. 
Slover, and their children, to step in- 
to the green Buick, and with ajoyful 
jabber on all sides, start our journey 
from Haneda Airport to their apart- 
ment in Pershing Heights, Tokyo. 

This city is overwhelming, over 5 
million people and a maze of rabbit 
warren streets and houses, fronting 
on boad avenues with tremendous 
traffic of pedestrians, cycles, motor 
bikes, three wheeled jeeps, midget 
cars, trucks, buses and street cars, 
with trains crisscrossing and subways 
beneath, and left side driving. 

It is too bewildering to describe 
at first sight, Everything seems drab 
and cold after the lush beauty of 
Hawali, but a few plum blossoms 
have opened. 

We shall try to make a real study 
of Japanese culture in the months to 
come, Everything is so different, yet 
they have copied so much from the 
West, 

You shall 
in Japan.

Unusual charity appeals are com- 
ing out of India, according to the 
Family Herald and Weekly Star. The 
appeals take the form of begging 
letters addressed personally to people 
whose names, with addresses, have 
apeared in some Canadian publica- 
tion, The Family Herald, with over 
400,000 subscribers, reaches” India 
more frequently than many publica- 
tions, and has had an especially good 
opportunity to observe these letters, 


Individuals in India, seeking char- 
ity, apparently obtain copies of the 
Family Herald either by direct sub- 
scription or by having it sent to them 
by friends, and use it to compile a 
list of names and addresses of Cana- 
dians to whom they send appeals. 
The Family Herald is a rich source 
of names because of its unusually 
wide coverage of news events, its 
popular “Voice of the Farm” readers’ 
forum, and the many consultation 
services and other services it has al- 
ways provided for its readers. 


The begging letters 
ported and sent to the Editor's at- 
tention by Family Herald readers, 
and invariably describe the writer of 
the letter as being in dire straits of 
poverty. Usually the writer describes 
himself or herself as being a deeply 
religious Christian doing mission 
work, or attempting to raise a large 
family. Sometimes the letter contains 
a piece of cheap fancywork of infer- 
for workmanship, which they beg the 
addressee to buy or to sell for them. 
Often these letters are mailed direct- 
ly to the Editor, with the request 
that the fancywork be sold to some 
member of his staff. 


There seems to be considerable 
doubt as to the sincerity of these ap- 
peals, the Family Herald states, he- 
cause they are almost always printed 
On a press of some sort, take the 
Same general form, and always ori- 
ginate from the same district in In- 
dia — East Godavari. The town is 
usually Amalapuram.

The number of these letters being 
received has caused the Family Her- 
ald some concern. Family Herald 
subscribers are inclined to be gener- 
ous to people who are in need, and 
often write for advice on how to deal 
with begging letters from India. Al-

Family Herald and Weekly Star has 
felt justified in advising readers to 
ignore the appeals.

things you learned in school you have 
never used but they have given you 
a better understanding of your every- 
day life. Take Met, for instance — 
most of you are farmers and the va- 
garies of the weather are of prime 
importance to you, The day is not 
long hence when you will be receiv: 
ing long range forecasting in all its 
technical jargon and it will be a help 
to be able to interpret and under- 

stand it. 

Again, in Engines, even if you only 
know the theory of the mechanics of 
your machines, you can save your- 
selves a lot of time and expense by 
telling a mechanic exactly where you 
think the trouble is, instead of going 
into a garage and saying that the 
thing won't go. 

You are probably thinking he men- 
tioned drill which to most people is 
purely military so I looked up in the 
Air Force Drill Manual for the reason 
behind drill. It says, “A man’s true 
worth is determined by the spirit be- 
hind his work and other activities, 
by his disciplined habit, pride in the 
good name of his unit and service, 
consideration for the general welfare 
of his comrades and determination 
to give his best in the interest of the 
service.”

6. Last, but not least, Summer Camp 
for about 5,000 cadets at Green- 
wood, Clinton and Abbotsford. 

All of this is, of course, done with 
the idea in mind that if the country 
does, at any time, have a need for 
these boys in uniform, they will have 
a pool who have shown an inclination 
to the air force and will also be par- 
tially trained for the job of defending 
all that we haye fought and worked 
for over the years. 

In conclusion Mr. Pierson urged 
that support be given to the boys by 
their parents and their communities 
as they are by the Province and the 
Dominion, He said that there are over 
25,000 Cadets in Squadrons all over 
the country and that the Air Cadet 
League is filling a definite need in 
preparing the boys for life as well 
as giving them military and technical 
training.

PROGRAM 


The most precious posses- 
sion of any individual is his 
health. Similarly, the most 

valuable of all re 
sources of any 
country is the 
health of its peo 
ple. Alberta’s De 
partment of Pub 
pr lic Health exists 
to safeguard this 
resource by 
seeking to prevent disease, 
or when itstrikes, to assist 
in the recovery of the indi- 
vidual, 

The Province of Alberta 
has attained a favorable fin- 
ancial position, the advanta- 
ges of which are being shar 
ed by all. A a result, Gov- 
ernment services are being 
offered on a scale that was 
financially impossible a few 
years ago, This is particular 
ly true in regard to public 
health sevices. 


Ten years ago the Gov- 
ernment of Alberta spent 
$3,285,000 on public health. 


During 1954-55 the overall ex- 
penditure increased to $24,- 
482,000, of which $2,760,000 
will be refund _. 
ed from 
federal trreas- 
ury. During 
the past ten 
years, public 
heualth and 
services have cost the Gov- 
ernment of Alberta more 
than $92,000,000. 

What do we get for all this 
money? 

The expenditures which 
have been made by the De- 
partment of Health have un- 
doubtedly brought better 
health to the people. They 
have, moreover, helped re- 
lieve the financial burden of 
those who have been victim 
of disease. The cost of health 
services is heavy. But the 
value of better health cannot 
be calculated in monetary 
terms. 

The Department provides 
the people of Alberta with a 
well rounded health program. 


it begins with pre-natal and 
post - natal care, well - baby 


clinics and school health su- 
pervision conducted by train 
ed personnel in the health 
units and municipal nursing 
districts. It stresses preven- 
tion through intensive im- 
munization campaigns, and 
carries on with the most ef- 
fective known measures for 
the control of communicable 
diseases. It provides for free 
diagnosis and treatment ser- 


f vices for the most 
Y 


serious causes of ill 


health and contin- 
ues through to hos 
pital, medical, sur 
gical and dental 
care for pensioners 
and their dependents, It is 
designed to give help where 
help is needed most and in 
short, to promote better 
health for the people. 

Public health services in- 
clude a hospitalization pro- 


gram available to 96 per 
cent of Alberta’s population 
with standard ward care 


(when it is needed) at a di- 


rect cost to the individual 
of $1 per day. Hospital “ex- 
tras” are available similarly 


for an additional $1 per day. 
Maternity hospitalization up 
to 12 days of standard public 
ward care is pro- 
vided at govern. 
ment expense to 
all mothers who 
are residents of 
Alberta. Complete 
hospital and medi- 
cal services are giv 
en those’ receiving various 
pensions and allowances. The 
Province has assumed the 
cost of those suffering from 
tuberculosis, cancer, except 
hospitalization, poliomyelitis, 
cerebral palsy and (except- 


ing chronic cases) rheuma- 
toid arthritis. 
Cost of the chief health 


services provided by Alber- 
ta's Department of Public 
Health for the 1953-54 fiscal 
year include the following: 
Hospital construction grants, 
$1,256,803; Tuberculosis Act, 
$1,501,802; Public Health and 
municipal nursing, $135,064; 
Mental Institutions, $3,239,- 
2338 Public Health laborator- 
jes, $251,116; Poliomyelitis 
Act, $991,477; Cancer treat- 
ment, $520,058; Maternity 
hospitalization, $2, 054, 351; 
Health Unit grants and costs 
$355,241; Pensioners hospital 
and medical servites $2,457- 
640.

Your Government 
A weekly report on the happenings 

in the Provincial Legislature, spec- 

lally written hy Donald F, Smith. 

The first provincial deficit in sev- 
eral years in Alberta was announced 
in the legislature last Friday as Hon. 
C. B. Gerhart, the new provincial 
treasurer, brought in his budget cal- 
ling for total spending of $222,963,072 
in the fiscal year beginning April 1. 

More than $18,000,000 more than 
the estimated spending for the cur- 
rent fiscal year, the expenditures in- 
clude $34,400,000 for education, $56,- 
611,875 for highways and $23,111,900 
for public health. 

The actual operating deficit expect- 
ed is $$2,500,000 but because of stat- 
utory appropriations of $43,000,000 
for municipal, rural power, govern- 
ment telephones and homestead loans 
the government says it will have to 
take $45,500,000 from surpluses built 
up in past years. 

The budget had a strong theme of 
assistance to education as the gov- 
ernments 1955 answer to continued 
pleas of municipalities for greater 
outright assistance. 

Total school grants are up $11,600- 
000 at $29,360 000 and include $18,160- 
000 to be distributed as operation 
grants on a special formula; $4,500,- 
000 for capital construction grants 
and $6,600,000 for a new school tax 
reduction subsidy grant. 

To qualify for the subsidy grant 
school boards will have to ask the 
municipality or county for less money 
than they did in 1954, and will have 
to keep down their rate for operation 
al purposes to not more than 25 
mills. If a board has to increase its 
requisition this year, the government 
is prepared to pay up to 30 per cent 
of any increase not exceeding five 
mills on current assessment. 

A hew policy under which the prov 
incial treasury will purchase school 
debentures and charge low interest 
rates, is expected to see the school 
boards receive $9,000,000 in loans 
this year and, the government hopes, 
no board will have to borrow on the 
open market. 

While the expenditures for new 
highway construction are slightly 
lower than for the current fiscal 
year, grants for distict highways and 
local roads are up $1,300,000 for a 
total of $7,925,000. The increase is 
all in a special contingency fund, 
presumably to be used to aid districts 
in special need. 

In the field of health, major in- 
creases are $1,200,000 for government 
contributions to prepaid medical in- 
surance; $1,436,000 in the per-patient- 
day grant to hospitals and increases 
in the government contribution to 
the provincial - municipal hospitall- 
zation scheme. 


Revenues are up from $151,973,865 
estimated for the current year to 
$171,875,115 for 1955-56 and more than 
one-third of it will come from the 
revenue sources of the mines and 
minerals department. 

Included in the $68,000,000 this de- 
partment expects to receive are these 
amounts: $26,000,000 from the sale 
of oil and gas leases and reservations 
on crown lands; $18,500,000 from oil 
and gas rentals and fees, and $17,500- 
000 from royalties. 

The provincial government also 
expects to receive $33,100,000 for the 
rental of certain tax fields to the 


f federal government, $19,500,000 from 


fuel oil 
liquor. 

As announced earlier by the gov- 
ernment, homesteaders are to receive 
assistance in breaking and clearing 
new land. Mr. Gerhart said Friday 
this will be done under a homestead 
lease revolving loan fund, which will 
begin at $1,000,000. Loans will be re-
